HALIFAX, Jan. 29.—(CP)—A 
champion of the war veterans’ 
movement, Maj. John Shenstone 
Roper, MA, KC, died in Camp Hill 
military hospital here last night af- 
ter a prolonged illness. He was 
57. 

MAJ, ROPER, after serving over- 
seas in the First Great War, de- 
voted his untiring energy to vet- 
erans’ affairs.

Authorization was given Monday 
might by city council to the city 
commissioners to proceed with the 
1946 program of the four-year plan 
for the conversion of the street rail- 
way system from street car to 
trolley bus operation, with motor 
@oach feeder lines. 

THE 1946 PROGRAM calls for 
the creation of five new motor

coach routes, the extension of one 
trolley coach service, and the erec- 
tion of additions to the storage and 
service facilities of the street rail- 
way plant. The total cost of the 
1946 projects is set at $850,000. 


Council also considered two reso- 


lutions from Ald. C. E. Gariepy, 
K.C., relative to the street railway 
conversion plan. One dealt with 
the proposed operation of trolley 
coaches over the high level bridge; 
the other called for a new survey 
of the street railway conversion 
plan. 

THE RESOLUTION on trolley 
coach operation over the high level 
bridge called for the re-opening of 
this question for further discussion. 
It will be referred to a special 
meeting of city council to be held 
within the present week. The other 
Tesolution was referred to the 
utilities committee of city council. 

Speaking to his motion for a fur- 
ther survey of the conversion plan, 
Ald, Gariepy said that there had 
been some variance from the Wil- 
son report of 1936 in the present 
change-over proposals. He was of 
the opinion that the street railway 
should operate street cars from 
North Edmonton through to the 
west end, and over the -high level 
bridge as at present, and that 
trolley coach lines should be creat- 
ed as feeders to the mainline street 
ear system, 

HE ADDED THAT the Wilson 
report favored retention of the 
atreet ear operation along these 
routes outlined. City Commis- 
sioner R. J. Gibb said that there 
was no mention in the Wilson re- 
port of the retention of street car 
operation, and added that it had 
recommended operation over the 
high level bridge. 

Some discussion took place re- 
garding the reconsideration of 
routing the trolley buses over the 
high level bridge. Several alder- 
men eaid they were not present 
when that decision was made by 
council, and asked that the matter 
be re-opened. This request was 
granted on the understanding that 
a especial meeting of council would 
he called within the week to deter- 
mine the question. Aldermen seek- 
ing the re-opening of the matter 
said they did not have time to study 
the proposals. 

THE DECISION to refer to a 
especial meeting came after Ald. 
James H. Ogilvie had moved that 
the previous decision of city coun- 
cil be reaffirmed. 

In connection with the 1946 con- 
version program council authorized 
the spending of $120,000 on con- 
struction of an addition to the 
street railway system's plant for 
accommodation and_ servicing of 
trolley coaches, and $75,000 for the 
erection of a garage at the car 
barns to house 30 motor coaches, 

AUTHORIZATION WAS given 
to the creation of the Kingsway 
voute, the establishment of the 
Bonnie Doon loop, and the Ritchie 
siub line, the North Edmonton line, 
and the stub line on 106 street, 
South Edmonton, and also the ex- 
tension of the trolley bus line along 
95 street, and then east on 115 ave- 
nue to 82 street. When the latter 
line is in operation it is proposed to 
ebandon the present street car line 
running east from 95 street along 
114 avenue, 

Buildings and equipment costs of 
the 1946 program are 
$546,000, and street paving, drain- 
age, curbing and gutters, at $304,- 
000, ‘The latter expenditure will be 
borne by the city at large and 
through local improvement 
charges. 

THE 1946 PROGRAM is the first 
step in the four-year plan for the

| 
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Says Government 
Is “Worst-Run’ 
Of Businesses 


VICTORIA, Jan. 29.— (CP) — 
“Government is the biggest busi- 
ness in Canada, and the worst-run, 
John Bracken, national leader of 
the Progressive Conservative party, 
told a luncheon gathering here yes- 
terday. 

NATIONAL SPENDING had 
jumped from $500,000,000 a year 
before the war to $5,000,000,000 this 
year, Mr. Bracken said. The na- 
tional debt had increased from $4,- 
000,000,000 before the war to $16,- 
000,0000,000 now and might reach 
$20,000,000,000 in a few years. 

Canada was spending well over 
half of its '$9,000,000,000 national in- 
come, he pointed out. Expendi- 
tures would diminish as peace-time 
conditions returned, but he estim- 
ated that when reconversion was 
complete expenditure would still 
be twice or three times the 1939 
total. 

MR. BRACKEN charged waste- 
fulness in government spending, 
but added that it was not his inten- 
tion to criticize services provided 
the people by such spending. 

“In the last six years we have 
paid one half the cost of the war. 
One half remains to be paid, and it 
will come out of the pockets of the 
Canadian people,” he said, 

“In six years of war 100,000 
orders-in-council were passed, and 
T doubt if any single minister in 
the government has read one-tenth 
of those orders,” Mr. Bracken said, 
calling for curtailment of wide 
powers granted the cabinet in war- 
time. 

PREVENTION OF LABOR dis- 
putes, which he called “a loss to 
labor and business alike,” was a 
major challenge which faced the 
Canadian people, Mr. Bracken said. 

“We have had armed warfare 
between nations and we now have 
economic warfare between groups. 
Who wins? Whichever side is the 
stronger, not whichever side is 
right.” 

The time had come, he said, for 
“a national labor code that would 
prevent this kind of wastefulness.” 
A way must be found to settle in- 
dustrial disputes so that right, not 
power, is the gainer. 

THE PROGRESSIVE Conserv- 
ative party, said Mr. Bracken “is 
trying to be worthy of the confid- 
ence of the Canadian people and 
develop sound policies based on 
sound philosophy.” Points he noted 
in the party’s platform were: Em- 
ployment for all at fair wages; 
markets for products; fair return 
for investment; intelligent develop- 
ment of resources, and efficient ap- 
plication of labor to resources.

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No German Clubs 


The Edmonton unit of the Army and 
Navy Veterans of Canada has registered 
an emphatic and unequivocal protest about 
the projected organization or reorganiza- 
tion of a German club in this city. It states 
flatly that any organization founded upon 
German birth or citizenship should not be 
tolerated here. 

The Army and Navy Veterans are 
overwhelmingly right. 

It is not altogether wholesome to have 
organizations of other nationals, even 
those whose racial traditions are benign, 
when the purpose of these organizations 
is to encourage a nostalgic looking back- 
ward to the delights of their native lands, 

But it is entircly intolerable to contem- 
plate the existence of clubs or societies 
whose purpose it would be to glorify Ger- 
man nationality even at its best. 

No one expects Canadian citizens of 
foreign extraction to forget the lands of 
their birth, nor to refrain from incorpor- 
ating into their Canadianism the best fea- 
tures of their native cultures. It is this 
continual idiological refreshment that 
makes a nation great, just as British 
greatness is founded upon a subtle and 
complex mixture of many civilizations. 

But organizations which encourage 
hyphenate thinking, which lead their 
members to feel that they are part Cana- 
dian and part something else, are defin- 
itely harmful. They militate against the 
formation ‘of a vigorous Canadianism. 
They quench the fires under the melting 
pot. In some cases they have been defin- 
itely mischievous in a political way. Some 
of them have been dangerous. 

No German clubs should be tolerated 
in Edmonton or in Canada.

By co-operation of the steel mpm d 
with department of reconstruction, steel- 
production in Canada is to be step up 
10,000 tons a month. That will in degree, 
though only in ey ease the impact of 
the strike at United States mills upon 
Canadian industry and construction. Can- 
ada depends on those mills for the far 
greater part of its supplies. 

Their exports to Canada make up only 

42 trifling fraction of the business of the 
United States mills, which’ produce at the 
rate of a million tons per week or more. 
But the Canadian market is growing, and 
its demands will be abnormal for several 
years. It is to be hoped that the increased 
scale of production to be adopted in Can- 
adian producing plants to meet this emer- 
gency can be made permanent. 

Not only because this would give 
permanent employment to more men in 
the Dominion, but also because it has been 
shown to be unsafe to depend upon the 
United States mills for regular and suffi- 
cient supplies. There is no prospect that 
Canada can become self-dependent, but the 
situation shows the desirability of estab- 
lishing home production as a larger factor 
than it has been. / 

Canada's need of steel now is no great- 
er than it will be for years to come. This 
nation has an enormous construction job 
ahead of it, and a heavy demand in sight 
for farm implements, machinery, tools, 
household and other equipment. This is 
the opportunity for Canadian steel-produc- 
ers to expand their industry permanently. 


The elections in Bavaria on Sunday 
give little hint as to whether Nazism is los- 
ing its grip. Nazis were not allowed to vote, 
and the elections were held to choose 
municipal councillors only. The results are 
almost useless as indicating the drift of 
popular opinion on national affairs. 


A jet-propelled plane flew non-stop 
from Long Beach to New York in four 
hours, thirteen minutes, and a few odd 
seconds. The average speed was not quite 
585 miles per hour, about nine and three- 
quarters miles per minute. It isn’t pleasant 
to remember that Hitler’s scientists were 
working on both the jet-plane and the 
atomic bomb. If they had perfected these 
before Allied scientists did so, the war 
might be over now—but it is doubtful if 
the Allies would be celebrating the victory. 


Return of the packing plant workers to 
their jobs does not settle the dispute that 
has tied up the packing industry in the 
United States. But it restores the plants to 
production, averts the danger of a meat 
famine, and creates a more favorable situ- 
ation for negotiating an arrangement be- 
tween the employers and empioyees. The 
outcome suggests that where an industry 
of great public importance is threatened 
with paralysis, government control might 
better be instituted before a shut-down 
occurs.

From a Glut to Scarcity 


Those who predicted that the end of 
the wa: would bring a surplus-consuming 
demand for the stocks of wheat which had 
accumulated in Canada and other great 
producing countries were right. It is estim- 
ated that Europe will require 17,000,000 
tons during the first half of this year, and 
there are only 10,000,000 tons in sight 
oversea. The shortage President Truman 
places at 5,000,000 tons “at least”. 

As another crop will not ripen in this 
interval, there is not much Canada can do 
to help, except to scrape the bottom of the 
bin and ship every bushel that can be 
spared. That is being done, Some oats and 
rye are also being exported as substitute 
grains, 

_ There is no profit in recalling what 
might have been. Still it cannot be forgot- 
ten that Canada’s wheat crop !ast year was 
away below normal. And that vegetables, 
which could serve in degree as substitute 
foods here, also yielded poorly, This seems 
to eliminate any chance that Canadians 
could cut down their consumption of 
wheat enough to spare any considerable 
extra amount for the destitute peoples, 

Australia and Argentina, lying in the 
southern hemisphere, have new crops com- 
ing on the market, It is to be hoped these 
are bountiful, else there is little hope that 
the world shortage for the half-year can be 
made up substantially,

period commencing Dec. 26 and 
ended Jan, 25, according to H. R. 
Herbert, supervisor, re-establish- 
ment credit department of veterans 
affairs in a statement Monday. } 

RETURNED MEN had received 
an “official okay” for the expendi- 
ture of $132,185 of their credits, | 
most of it to be devoted to the 
purchase of homes or for the im- 
provement of those already in the 
ex-serviceman’s possession and 
$52,268 worth of the credits were! 
used for the purchase of furniture | 
and household equipment. This is 
the largest portion of the credits, 
though $26,410 were used for the 
purchase of homes, from other 
sources than the National Housing 
Administration. 

THE PROVISION of a working 
capital for a profession or a busi- 
ness used up 919,u153 of the local 
‘amount, but this was slightly top-| 
| ped by $19,951 for the purchase of 
tools, instruments or equipment for 
a trade, | 

Other lesser amounts were ex-| 
pended for such items as repair 
of homes, $5,733; acquisition of | 
house under National Housing Act, | 
$1,224; purchase of a _ business, 
$4,845 and payment of premiums | 
under government insurance) 
schemes, $2,022. | 

THERE 1S STILL $4,845,777 in 
the fund administered through the 
office here. This amount is to the! 
| credit of 13,080 veterans, Up to the

why we should put on repeat 
performances that our past ex- 
perience warns will only lead to 
trouble, : 

For example, many years ago the 
Canadian government invited cer- 
tain European sects to come to Can- 

da, They guaranteed to those 

eople that they would never be 
called upon to take up arms in the 
defence of this country. The bitter- 
ness that this has led to is well 
known across the dominion. 

In the future then, beginning im- 
mediately, we should make our- 
selves clear. We should tell people 
who want to come to this country 
that they may come provided 
they are willing to become Cana- 
dians, to qualify for naturalization 


and to become naturalized, to ac-| 


cept all benefits, rights, and duties 
that Canadian citizenship bestows 
on an individual. 

THERE SHOULD BE NO secret 
treaties, no misleading promises, 
no divergence from this practice. 
There should certainly not be any 
nonsense about them being free 
to continue to regard themselves 
as the nationals of some other 
country, If they don’t want to be- 
come Canadian citizens, without any 
strings attached, then they had bet- 
ter stay where they are or go some- 
where else. We have enough dis- 

ord based on minorities now with- 

Gi encouraging more of it. 

One of the contributing causes 
to the many wars in Europe has 
been the fact that throughout that 
country, in evéry nation there live 
Jarge groups of people who con- 
tinue to think of themselves as 
the citizens of a neighboring nation. 
You have Germans in Sudetenland, 
end Czechs in Germany. You have 
Russians in Poland and Poles in 
Germany. You have a little bit of 
everything everywhere. And when- 
ever there is trouble in the wind 
§t usually centres around this situa- 
tion, 

PRESENTLY IN CANADA we 
have people, many of them second 
and third generation Canadians 
who take a most unnecessary, 
dangerous, impudent and unwar- 
ranted interest in territorial di- 
visions in Europe. To tell new im- | 
migrants that we encourage them 
to keep the old memories, the old 
ties, the old connections, the old 

ustoms and the old traditions, and 

heir old loyalties is sentimental 
nonsense bordering on criminality. 

The only reason people would 
Jeave the land of their birth is be- 
cause they aren’t satisfied with 
conditions and opportunities there. 
The only reason they come to 
Canada is because they think we 
can offer them better opportunities 
and a happier life here. Under 
those circumstances it is only fair 
that we should require them to 
give their full allegiance to the 
country of their adoption. 

THIS IS CANADA. The pcople 
who live in it must be Canadians. 
If there are any who think some 


other land is better then let them, 


either stay there or yo there as 
quickly as possible. If they need 
financial assistance to leave I be- 
lieve we shculd furnish it.

MR. SNELL, a resident of Bill- 
ings, Mont., was a special guest of 
the local club and addressed the 
meeting on the meaning and pur- 
poses of Kiwanis International, 
which this year celebrates the 31st 
anniversary of its life. 

A professional organizer formed 
the Kiwanis club in Detroit in 
January, 1915, said Mr. Snell, at 
which time the motto of the club 
was “We Trade.” 

At the outset the organization 
was based on selfishness, Mr. Snell 
continued, because every man who 
became a member pledged that he 
would trade with all other mem- 
bers in the club. 

SHORTLY AFTER THAT other | 
clubs were organized in the United 
States and a few in Canada, First 
international advance was made 
when a club was organized at Lon- 
| don, Ont., and it was not long after 
| this that leaders in the organization 
realized the basic principles of the 
organization should be changed, 

Still later, this was done at an 
| international convention and the 


motto “We Trade” was changed to 
“We Build.” Henceforwerd Kiwanis 
became an altruistic organization
